Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The examiner of record has considered the information disclosure statement 
(IDS) submitted on 02/17/04. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as to claims 
1-5, patentability resides, at least in part, in the first latch member being coupled to the 
bottom portion of the display housing, in combination with the other limitations of the 
base claim; as to claims 6-9, patentability resides, at least in part, in the display 
housing, the first latch member being engaged to the display support member to 
prevent rotation the display housing, and being engaged to one of the plurality of the 
receiving portions for holding the display housing at any of at least two inclined 
positions, in combination with the other limitations of the base claim; as to claims 10 and 
1 1 , patentability resides, at least in part, in a second latch member provided to the 
upper edge of the display housing, the second latch member being engaged to the 
second receiving portion when the display housing is in the second position and the 
display support member is overlapped on the body, in combination with the other 
limitations of the base claim. It is noted that the prior art of record; with major focus 
upon Shioya et al. (5644469), Shima et al. (5489924) and Lin (6094341); fails to teach 
or fairly suggest the claimed limitations as stated above. Therefore, claims 1-1 1 are 
deemed allowable over the prior art of record.
